HE  collection  of  Roses  offered  this  year  is  the  selected 
result  of  more  than  twenty-five  years  of  growing 
Roses  in  and  near  Kansas  City.  They  are  vigorous 
growers,  constant  bloomers,  and  hardy  as  Roses 
need  be  for  this  climate. 

Cloverset  Roses  are  budded,  two  years  old,  field-grown. 
They  are  sold  to  you  in  the  pink  of  condition,  and  are  ready 
to  settle  down  and  do  business  in  your  garden  this  summer. 

Prepare  the  ground  for  your  Roses  well,  using  plenty  of 
fertilizer,  but  see  that  none  of  it  comes  in  contact  with  the 
roots  of  the  plants.  Plant  them  in  the  ground  tightly  so  that 
the  roots  are  very  firm,  but  keep  the  soil  loose  on  the  top  of 
the  bed.  Do  not  allow  insects  to  damage  the  shoots  and  foli- 
age. Tobacco  or  nicotine  solutions  will  destroy  the  green  plant- 
lice  and  arsenate  of  lead  will  kill  leaf-eating  insects.  Keep 
Roses  growing  by  liberal  feeding  and  watering,  and  you  will 
have  little  to  fear  from  pests  of  any  kind;  and  the  bushes 
will  repay  you  a hundredfold  in  glorious,  fragrant  blossoms 
all  summer  long. 

When  winter  comes,  all  Roses  need  to  be  hilled  up  with 
earth  and  given  a light  covering  of  brush  or  straw.  No 
matter  if  they  do  freeze  back  to  the  soil,  they  will  start  into 
growth  from  below  and  quickly  renew  themselves.

A dark  wine-red  Rose  of 
excellent  form,  fragrant,  and  free  blooming. 
Plant  vigorous  and  hardy. 

M rs.  Joh  n Laing.  Soft  pink,  cup-shaped  blooms 
which  are  sweetly  fragrant,  produced  very 
freely  in  June  and  quite  liberally  thereafter. 
Usually  blooms  well  in  the  fall. 

Paul  Neyron.  Gigantic  flowers  of  many  petals, 
rosy  pink,  and  very  fragrant.  A vigorously- 
growing  plant  which  occasionally  produces 
good  fall  bloom. 

Prince  Camille  de  Rohan.  Dark  maroon, 
shaded  with  black — the  darkest  Rose  now 
generally  grown;  very  fragrant.  Quite  hardy. 

Sir  Thomas  Lipton.  A semi-double,  white, 
Hybrid  Rugosa  Rose.  Commences  to  bloom 
very  early  and  continues  without  interruption 
until  late  in  the  fall. 

Ulrich  Brunner.  Light  red,  double  flowers  which 
are  very  freely  produced  in  early  summer. 
Quite  vigorous  and  very  hardy. 


POLYANTHA  or  BABY  ROSES 

These  are  dwarf,  compact  bushes  which  bloom  continuously  in  large  clusters  of  small,  double 
or  semi-double  flowers.  Excellent  for  solid  beds  or  edging.  $1  each,  $11  per  doz. 


Mrs.  Wm.  H.  Cutbush.  Small,  very  double 
flowers  of  soft  pink  borne  in  very  large  clusters.

A 
free-blooming,  large  Rose  of  the  Hybrid  Tea 
type.  Very  fine. 

Cecile  Brunner.  Tiny,  perfectly  formed  flowers 
of  pink  and  creamy  white,  borne  in  loose 


clusters.  A vigorously  growing  but  dwarf 
plant  with  the  daintiest  flowers  imaginable. 

Baby  Rambler.  Originally  called  Mme.  Norbert 
Levavasseur.  Blooms  in  large  clusters  of 
double,  crimson  flowers.  A strong,  healthy 
plant  and  a very  free  bloomer. 

Katharina  Zeimet  Flowers  very  small,  double, 
white,  and  come  in  immense  clusters.  It  is 
extremely  free  flowering,  and  the  plant  is 
quite  hardy. 

George  Eiger.  Soft,  golden  yellow  buds,  which 
open  into  little  gemlike  Roses  of  creamy  white. 
One  of  the  most  beautiful  Polyanthas,  but  not 
quite  so  hardy  as  the  others.

CLIMBING  ROSES 

These  Roses  are  suitable  for  training  over  a fence  or  on  a wall.  They 

may  be  planted  at  the  porch  or  at  a post  or  pillar,  and  some  of  them  can  be 

trained  into  bush  form  to  make  superb  specimens  on  the  lawn.  They  are 

not  everblooming. 

2-yr.,  field-grown  plants,  75  cts.  each,  $8  per  doz.;

Alida  Lovett.  Flowers  large,  cup-like,  clear,  bright  pink.  Hardy,  healthy, 
and  a vigorous  grower. 

American  Pillar.  Flowers  small,  single,  bright  pink  with  a white  center. 
They  are  borne  with  the  utmost  profusion  in  gigantic  clusters,  com- 
pletely concealing  the  vigorously  growing  bush. 

Aunt  Harriet.  Light  red,  semi-double  flowers  of  medium  size,  borne  in 
loose  clusters.  Hardy,  extremely  vigorous,  and  free  blooming. 

Aviateur  Bleriot.  Orange-yellow  buds,  shaded  with  copper;  open  flowers 
nearly  white.  Very  vigorous,  with  beautiful  foliage.  Not  as  hardy  as 
some  of  the  other  varieties. 

Bess  Lovett.  Bright  red  blooms  of  large  size  and  fine  form.  The  bush  is  a 
profuse  bloomer  in  early  summer.  Very  hardy  and  quite  vigorous. 

Christine  Wright.  Large  flowers  of  bright,  clean  pink  which  open  very 
early.  The  plant  grows  moderately  tall,  and  is  very  suitable  for  a bush 
or  pillar.  Usually  blooms  a little  in  late  summer  and  fall. 

Climbing  American  Beauty.  Sweet,  beautifully  formed  carmine-red  blooms 
of  large  size.  Very  early  bloomer.  Only  a moderately  tall  grower;  most 
suitable  as  a pillar  Rose.  Hardy. 

Climbing  Frau  Karl  Druschki.  Sometimes  called  Climbing  White  American 
Beauty.  A vigorously  growing  climber,  bearing  large  white  blooms  of 
exquisite  form. 

Coronation.  Small,  double  blooms  of  crimson  and  scarlet,  with  white 
markings,  borne  in  large,  compact  clusters.  Very  vigorous  and  hardy. 

Crimson  Rambler.  Bright  blazing  red  flowers  of  small  size,  borne  in  giant 
clusters,  on  a rampant,  vigorously  climbing  plant. 

Dorothy  Perkins.  Shell-pink  tiny  flowers,  borne  in  large  clusters  on  an 
extremely  vigorous  plant,  with  long,  wiry  canes.  Blooms  late. 

Dr.  W.  Van  Fleet.  The  finest  of  hardy  climbers.  Flowers  large,  very  light 
pink,  borne  in  big  branching  clusters.  Bush  hardy  and  very  vigorous. 

Excelsa.  Scarlet-crimson,  very  double  blooms  in  big  clusters.  Plant  ex- 
tremely vigorous,  hardy,  and  profuse  in  bloom. 

Gardenia.  Flowers  quite  large,  double,  and  sweet.  Buds  golden  yellow; 
open  flowers  white,  with  creamy  center.  Very  vigorous,  and  perhaps 
the  hardiest  of  the  yellow  climbers. 

Goldfinch.  Small,  semi-double  blooms  in  clusters.  Buds  yellow,  open 
flowers  white.  Vigorous  grower  and  quite  hardy. 

Hiawatha.  Small,  single  flowers  in  large  clusters;  brilliant  carmine,  with 
white  centers,  against  which  the  golden  stamens  shine  like  sunlight. 
One  of  the  brightest  and  most  delightful  of  Roses. 

Lady  Gay.  Extremely  like  Dorothy  Perkins.  Perhaps  a shade  or  two 
darker  in  color. 

Mary  Lovett.  Very  large,  handsome  white  blooms  on  a healthy,  hardy, 
plant.  Very  fine. 

Mary  Wallace.  The  new  “door-yard”  Rose  of  Dr.  Van  Fleet.  Introduced 
by  the  American  Rose  Society  and  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 
Large,  semi-double,  bright  pink  blooms,  on  a strong,  semi-climbing, 
hardy,  healthy  bush.  2-year,  field-grown  plants,  $1.50  each. 

Paul’s  Scarlet  Climber.  Dazzling  scarlet  blooms  of  large  size  on  a 
moderately  growing  bush  suitable  for  a pillar  or  lawn  specimen.  The 
most  brilliantly  colored  Rose  we  know.  I lardy  and  quite  healthy. 

Prairie  Queen.  Proper  name  is  Beauty  of  the  Prairies.  An  old-time  Rose 
whose  ancestor  is  the  common  tall  wild  Rose  of  the  prairies,  Rosa 
setigera.  Blooms  usually  red,  but  it  is  quite  variable,  some  of  them  often 
white.  Very  hardy  and  dependable. 

Roserie.  Medium-sized,  double  flowers  of  deep  pink.  It  blooms  rather 
early,  in  large  bunches.  Plant  is  vigorous  and  thornless. 

Silver  Moon.  A strong,  rampant-growing  plant  of  great  vigor  which  bears 
great  quantities  of  very  large,  nearly  single  Roses  of  great  beauty.  The 
flowers  are  white,  with  a great  golden  center.

Shower  of  Gold.  Very  vigorous  Rose  with  beautiful  foliage.  Buds  large, 
orange-yellow,  and  the  open  flower  is  almost  white.  Very  beautiful,  but,  like 
all  yellow  climbers,  it  is  a little  tender. 

Tausendschon.  A vigorous,  thornless  Rose  which  blooms  quite  early.  The 
flowers  are  borne  in  large  sprays  and  vary  in  color  from  white  to  deep 
pink,  with  shadings  of  salmon  and  creamy  yellow.  It  is  one  of  the  loveliest 
and  most  dependable  of  Roses. 

Veilchenblau.  The  flowers  are  small,  semi-double,  dull  purplish  rose  in  the 
bud;  when  open  they  quickly  become  flat,  steely  blue.  Bush  is  very 
vigorous,  with  strong,  coarse  foliage.  Quite  hardy. 

White  Dorothy.  Strong-growing,  cluster-flowered  Rose  of  the  Dorothy 
Perkins  type,  except  that  the  tiny  double  flowers  are  pure  white  with 
creamy  centers.  Hardy  and  quite  healthy. 

The  wild  parent  of  most  of

the  climbing  Roses.  It  is  a trailer  which 
quickly  covers  the  ground  with  a mat  of  shin- 
ing foliage.  Blooms  very  late,  in  clusters  of 
single  white  flowers  with  bright  golden  stamens.
